He  wras  too  generous  to  prosper  long  in  the  Dahlia  business, 
for  in  the  Spring  of  1917  we  received  for  our  $3.00  one 
dozen  roots,  all  named  varieties.  Of  the  original  dozen, 
we  still  grow  four;  Bohemia,  Countess  of  Lonsdale,  Delice, 
and  Emil  Panuski. 

This  $3.00,  together  with  ten  years  of  hard  work,  was 
our  entire  investment.  After  a few  years,  as  our  stock  in- 
creased, we  found  a demand  for  cut  flowers,  and  the  sale  of 
the  flowers  provided  funds  for  the  purchase  of  newer,  better 
varieties  each  year.  We  soon  found  a market  for  our  sur- 
plus tubers,  and  are  now  issuing  our  third  catalogue.  We 
grew  4,000  clumps  last  year,  and  expect  to  plant  more 
each  year.  Our  fruit  and  vegetable  garden  is  largely  a 
thing  of  the  past,  for  we  have  neither  time  nor  place  to 
give  it.  But  we  do  not  mind  for  it  is  DAHLIAS  that 
have  crowded  everything  else  almost  out  of  the  picture, 
and  they  are  well  worth  it. 


We  are  pleased  to  call  your  special  attention  to  our  list 
of  new  imported  Dahlias.  It  is  our  ambition  to  grow  the 
BEST,  no  matter  where  we  find  them.  Although  the  foreign 
growers  do  not  place  the  same  emphasis  on  size,  and  their 
highly  praised  varieties  are  often  small  compared  to  our 
new  giants,  some  of  their  offerings  are  very  large,  and  all 
that  we  list  have  some  unusual  virtue,  either  of  form,  color, 
or  stem,  which  makes  them  well  worth  a trial. 

We  grow  over  300  varieties  each  year,  but  list  only  100 
of  the  choicest.  The  others  we  will  gradually  replace,  as 
we  test  about  100  new  varieties  each  year. 

With  sincerest  thanks  for  your  kind  interest  and  generous 
patronage,  we  beg  to  remind  you  again  that  the  greatest 
satisfaction  in  buying  Dahlias  can  only  be  realized  by  mak- 
ing your  selections  after  you’ve  seen  them  growing.  We 
urge  you  to  visit  the  nearest  grower,  or  if  possible,  several. 
It  will  be  well  worth  the  trouble.  Our  gardens  being  con- 
veniently located,  “Thirty  minutes  from  Times  Square,”  we 
extend  a cordial  invitation  to  everyone  to  make  a special 
effort  to  visit  us  during  the  blooming  season.

The  type  in 
each  case  is  described  as  accurately  as  possible. 

Green  Plants.  As  the  leading  growers  seem  to  dis- 
agree as  to  the  desirability  of  green  plants,  we  must 
necessarily  rely  on  our  own  judgment.  It  has  been  our 
experience  that  plants  will  grow  and  bloom  fully  as  well 
as  tubers.  But  a certain  proportion  of  the  clumps  from 
plants  will  either  die  during  the  following  winter  or  pro- 
duce weak  and  diseased  stock  the  following  year.  We, 
therefore,  have  discontinued  offering  green  plants,  as  we  do 
not  feel  that  the  saving  in  cost  justifies  the  risk  involved.

The  following  varieties,  we  believe,  are  nearly  all  en- 
tirely new  to  America  and  are  here  described  exactly  as 
found  in  our  gardens,  regardless  of  extravagant  claims  of 
originators  in  some  cases.  Of  over  100  varieties  imported 
during  1924  and  1925  for  testing,  the  fifteen  listed  have 
been  found  deserving  of  a place  in  any  collection. 

ADLER  ( Decorative ),  Ansorge  Tubers.  $2.00 

Pure,  snow-white  flowers  averaging  6 inches  or  more  in  diameter, 
held  stiffly  erect  on  long  stems  well  above  a low,  stocky,  vigorous 
bush.  The  perfect  decorative  form  is  distinguished  by  peculiar  crinkly 
petals,  giving  a most  unusual  effect. 

ARTHUR  BOUQUET  (Decorative) , Stredwick  Tubers,  $2.00 

Large  flowers  of  a brilliant  orange  scarlet,  carried  erect  on  good 
stems.  A well -formed  flower  and  a most  striking  color. 

CAPRICE  (Cactus),  Stredwick  Tubers,  $2.00 

Although  a true  cactus,  the  petals  are  flat  rather  than  tubular, 
curled  and  twisted  in  perfect  form.  The  color,  although  described 
as  crimson,  seems  to  us  rather  a dark  brick-red.  The  hybrid  strain, 
which  is  evidenced  in  the  flat  petals,  is  no  doubt  also  responsible 
for  the  stems,  which  are  fully  as  good  as  the  average  decorative 
variety. 

CLIMAX  (Cactus),  Stredwick  Tubers.  $1.00 

A first-class,  true  cactus,  deep  crimson,  of  perfect  form,  and  carried 
on  good  stems.

Stock  of  both  has  shown 
flowers  varying  from  nearly  all  white  through  the  usual  red  and 
white  variegations  to  show  some  blooms  entirely  red.  Bush  vigorous, 
and  entirely  satisfactory. 

EDITH  SLOCOMBE  ( Hybrid  Cactus ),  Slocombe  Tubers,  $1.00 

Perfectly  formed  rich  velvety  purplish  maroon  flowers,  with  petals 
curled  and  twisted  in  the  ideal  Hybrid  cactus  type,  carried  on  long 
wiry  stems.  Without  exception  the  finest  dahlia  of  its  color. 

ELDORADO  ( Decorative ),  Boston  Tubers,  $3.00 

One  of  the  largest  deep  golden  yellow  dahlias,  of  perfect  decorative 
type,  set  facing  on  stiff  stems,  rising  well  above  a low  spreading 
bush.

Similar 
in  type  to  I.  de  ver  Warner,  this  new  variety  is  even  larger,  and  a 
beautiful  shade  of  true  light  pink.  Clean  vigorous  plants  of  erect 
habit,  holding  dowers  high  on  perfect  stems.  A sensation  wherever 
grown. 

EMIL  PANUSKI  (Show)  Tubers,  $ .50 

This  variety,  now  offered  to  the  public  for  the  first  time,  resembles 
in  color  the  old  decorative  **Le  Grand  Manitou,”  being  striped  maroon 
on  light  lavender  ground  occasionally  sporting  to  a solid  maroon 
dower.

HORTULANUS  FIET  (Decorative),  Hornsveld  Tubers,  $ .50 

Generally  considered  the  standard  of  comparison  for  perfection  of 
form  in  the  decorative  class.  Extra  large  flowers  of  a delicate  shade 
of  shrimp  pink  carried  erect  on  stiff  stems  set  well  above  a low 
spreading  bush. 

J.  W.  LEE  (Hybrid  Cactus),  Lee  Tubers,  #1.50 

Very  fine  large  flowers  borne  freely  on  strong  erect  stems.  Color, 
bright  orange  scarlet,  showing  clear  yellow  at  base  of  petals. 

JERSEY’S  BEAUTY  (Decorative) , Waite  Tubers,  $2.00 

Recognized  by  all  as  the  finest  large  pink  dahlia  in  existence.  The 
flowers  are  not  only  gorgeous  in  color,  but  perfect  in  form,  and  borne 
on  long  stiff  straight  stems.  A profuse  bloomer  and  a splendid 
keeper  when  cut.

MANDALAY  {Hybrid  Cactus ),  Jost  Tubers,  $1.00 

Extremely  free-flowing  variety,  producing  an  abundance  of  “butterfly 
like  flowers  of  tawny  gold,  shading  to  amber  at  the  center,  with 
bronze  reflex.”
